And it is hereby further 
dered, That the necessary expenses of carry- 
“ing out this order, other than the salaries of 
cers and ir of the city, be paid 
upon the certificates of the 
Corporation Counsel and Genefal Superintend- 
ent of Police, out of the money of the City Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 


Power of the unell. 


As to whether the Codneil had not the 
power to “compel bakers to reduce 
price of bread to a figure proportionate 
to the reduction’ made to them by the 
manufacturers and producers of flour, be 
said that the City Council had 
right to. “regulate the sale of bread 
within the city and to prescribe the weight 
and quality. An ordinance passed many years 
ago and still in force prescribes that loaves 
shall be of uniform weight and marked 
@ith numbers indicating the weight, and 
each loaf must be marked with the 
name of the baker. All bakers must have a 
permit from the Mayor and pay a fee of $5 
therefor, and have his tame and place of busi- 
ness recorded at tne City Hall. Any Alder- 
man or policeman may enter any bake-shop 
to investigate, and ifany be found made in 
violation of the ordinance it may be seized,”’ 

As to price, he said: 

“The people of Chicago have not a legal 
right to demand bread ata price that would 
deprive the baker of a just profit, but the 
people do have the right to demand bread at 
a price which is not influenced by any unlaw- 
{ul restriction upon free competition.

REMOVES CANNED BEEF PROHIBITION. 


Local Authorities at Heilbronn, Germany, 
Take Action in That Line. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Dec. 27.—Information 
has reached the Department of Agriculture, 
through the Department of State, in a dis- 
patch dated Dec. 3 from Ambassador Runyon 
at Berlin that the local authorities of Heil- 
bronn, Wurtemburg, Germany, have removed 
the prohibition placed on the sale of Ameri- 
can canned beef. The original understanding 
of. authorities here, when the German 
Government issued the prociamation prohib- 
iting the importation of American meats into 
Germany. was that it applied to cattle and 
fresh meats, but the packing-house proprie- 
tors were of opinion it applied also to canned 
meats: It is now understood the prohibition 
of the sale of canned meats by the authori- 
ties of Heilbronn was not included by the 
German Government at the time the general 
prohibitory order was issued, consequently its 
sanction was not required in the removal of 
the order, and the authorities.of each province 
im the canned meat prohibition and 
have full liberty to repeal! it. 


American products the maximum discriminat- 
ing tariff, and Germany has prohibited beef 
and other great staples entry into the 
empire. France is by no means disposed to 
accept the situation its sugar trade is placed 
in by the sugar duty, and now there are strong 
intimations that the new Austrian Minister, 
who has not yet even presented his credentials 
to the President, is charged to begin an 
attack upon this same sugar duty almost 
immediately. and if concessions cannot be 
secured, it is expected Austria-Hungary prob- 
ably will follow the example of Germany in 
retaliating upon the United States. 

The Government of Spain, desiring to avert 
the threatened tariff warfare between Cuba 
and the United States, has under serious and 
favorable consideration the cession to Cuba of 
the privilege of arranging ite own revenue 
budget, including tariffs with the United 


States. This Cuban budget is to be subject to 


the approval of Spain. The negotiations now 
progressing at Madrid are partly on these 
lines, but the State Department authorities 
are proceeding nevertheless with their re- 
taliatory plans, as they do not believe Spain’s 
concessions to Cuba can be carried out and 
made beneficial to us for some months to 
come, ‘The significance of the matter in its 
commercial and political aspects i« fully 
realized. 

It is said Spain will be careful not to relin- 
quish its sovereignty over the island, nor to 
permit this to become the first step toward 
Cuban independence. For that reason the 
contemplated privilege will not include full 
„ home rule. There will be no Cuban 
parliament with independent authority to 
make laws similar to Canada’s colonial 
system under Great Britain. On the contrary,

Spain Argues on the Duties Increase. 


All the arguments of the Spanish Govern- 
ment in extenuation of its action in thus in- 
creasing the duties have been based on the 
contention it was an inevitabie consequence 
of the repeal of the reciprocity agreement by 
the Wilson tariff act, and the effect of this 
was to exclude the United States from the 
benefits of the minimum tariff no matter 
what the disposition of the Spanish Govern- 
ment may have been, in fact, that it was the 
result of our own act. 

But in the Department of State it is held 
the reciprocity agreément had nothing to do 
with the case. Seven years before the signa- 
ture of that agreement the United States sus- 

. pended the discriminating duties upon Span- 

ish commerce upon condition that the Span- 
ish had done the same for our commerce, and 
while our government was perfectly willing 
to accept a renewal of the relations that ex- 
isted before the consummation of the reci- 
procity agreement under the McKinley act, 
it was entirely unwilling to recur to the state 
of affairs that prevailed seven years before 
that time, or at least if Spain insisted upon 
doing so then the United States would be 
obliged to restore the equilibrium by reim- 
posing the discriminating flag duties. 

Indeed, it is held the President has no dis- 
cretion under the law but must reimpose 
these duties as soou as he is satisfied that the 
Spanish Government is discriminating against 
our commerce,

Two Men Are Killed. 


Near West Boston Bridge, Cambridge, a 
forty-tive-foot chimney was blown down and 
wrecked the engine-room of the Damon Safe 
company’s works.

NEW YORK IN A SHROUD OF SNOW, 


Gotham’s Streets Ankle Deep in Slush and 
Wind Blows a Gale. 

New York, Dec. 27.—[{Special.}—Winter 

landed upon us with both feet last night, and 

today’s storm is rot the end of it. A cold 


.wave is on its way, the full force of which we 


will get the first thing Friday morning. There 
will be a drop of fully 20° between today’s 
weather and that which is commg. The rain 
coming after the heavy snowfall made pedes- 
trianism very disagreeable today. The streets 
are ankle-deep in slush and the wind blewa 
gale. Surface car travel was greatly inter- 
rupted by the storm. The Brooklyn Bridge 
cars ran on slow time, owing to the 
violence of the wind, which caused the high 
structure to sway in the most alarming man- 
ner and seemed to threaten to throw thie cars 
from the track. A few venturesome spirits 
dared to venture across, but practically the 
promenade was deserted. The morning local 
trains on the Ne Jersey roads are ali on 
time, but through trains were delayed. The 
interruption to traffic was most marked on 
the suburban roads and around the city. The 
trolley systems to the annexed district and 
Westchester County are obliged to practicaily 
suspend operations. 

An average of six inches of snow fell 
in the eastern part of New Jersey, causing 
much delay to the incoming suburban trains. 
The full effects of the storm seemed to be 
concentrated in Jersey City, where the snow 
and slush were heavy and deep. The storm 
did considerabie damage to trolley, telephone, 
and telegraph wires over there. 


Effects of the Gale. 


On tne bay and rivers the effects of the 
storm were conspicuous. There was no 
direct telegraphic communication between 
this city and Sandy Hook, all RT being 
received by way of Long Branch, The storm 
was severely felt all over Long Island. It 
snowed hard and there was a high northeast 
gale along the Atlantic coast. 

Reports from central New York are that the 

me, Watertown and. Ogdensburg and 
Auburn railroads are practically atandoned. 
Train No. 37, the Empire State Express, on 
the New York Central, is stalled bet ween Syra- 
cuse and East Syracuse, and two east-bound 
trains lie at Syracuse unable to p .

Passenger trains have been from 
two to eight hours late and two of them were 
today abandoned on the Mohawk division of 
the New York Central. At Hornelleville the 
Erie has suffered greatly. 

Reports from Seabrignt, N. J.. are that the 
tracks of the New Jersey Southern railroad 
between this place and Highland Beach are 
covered with sand and trains cannot run. In 
some places the sea is washing over the wall 
and into the streets. The water is nearly one 
foot deep. At Sandy Hook a heavy northeast 
gale is prevailing. . 

Crew Frozen to the Rigging.

TUG’S CREW IN A PERILOUS PLIGHT. 
Take te the 


Craft Founders and the Men 
Icey Waters. 

Puitape tpn, Pa., Dec. 27.—One of the 
most thrilling experiences coincideat with the 
storm was that of Capt. Foster and his crew 
of four men on the tug Israel W. Durham. 
Coming from Delaware City to Philadelphia 
they felt the fury of the, gale in the most 
open part of the Delaware River. 
When off Thompson’s point a  succes- 
sion of heavy seas battered the sides of 
the t and shortly afterwards the water 
reached the boilers and quenched the fires, 
At 2 a.m. it began to founder. Beyond 
reach of any possible outside aid, the men 
strapped life-preservers around their bodies, 
and at the last moment leaped into the icy 
waters. They managed to keep close to the 
sinking craft, however, and eventually 
clambered on the top of ‘the pilot. 
house, which was all that remained 
above water. There they were compelied to 
remain throughout the fiercest part of the 
storm until nearly dawn, when, more dead 
than alive,they were picked up by the tug 
Confidence, which itself had almost suc- 
cumbed to the elements. The men are in a 
serious condition, but hope is entertained for 
their recovery. The tug, which was valued 
at $7,000, is a total loss. 


UNUSUALLY SEVERE AT PITTSBURG.

Tun United States Commissioner of Labor 
says in an address delivered by him yesterday: 
on the Chicagò ‘strike, Debs’ strike of last 
summer: 

It demonstrated to the satisfaction pf the pub- 
ps at large the right and the power of the Fed- 

eral Government to send troops into a State for 
the purpose pf protecting Federal interests 
whether that pro was or was not asked by 
the State government. It bas emphasized the 
power of the Federal Government to protect its 
great interests in the transportation of mails. 

That is an accurate statement of the facts. 
The “ public at large is gratified beyond 
measure to know that the General Govern- 
ment has the power to enforce its laws and 
cannot be Xicked and cuffed with impunity 
by heads öf labor organizations or organ- 
izations of any kind. The only people who 
are not gratified. are the rioters of last July 
and their handful of sympathizers. In view 
of the cordial acquiescence of the people in 
what was done by the President last July to 
defend the rights of the people and the dig- 
nity of the government it is evident that any 
party which insults the people by denouncing 
what was done and by indorsing Debsism con- 
demus itself to a brief and ing!orious career. 
Such an organization, whether it calls itself 
the People’s party or has some other name, 
can make no headway in the United States. 


THE SWEEP OF THE STORM, 

The snow.storm of this week is perhaps 
the most extensive in its range of any that 
ever has visi Western Hemisphere. 
More correctly one may say storms,“ since 
there appears to have been more than one of 
them simultaneously sweeping through the 
United States. The weather map for yester- 
day morning showed a “high barometer ” 
region at and around Bismarck and another a 
little north from Duluth, the latter being sec- 
opdary, though the air pressure is given as 
$0.84 inches. Then there was a “low” on 
the Atlantic Ocean off Norfolk, Va., the pres- 
sure at that point being 29.62 inches. The 
distance between. the low and the high ” 
at Bismark was about 1,400 miles, and the 
barometric gradient between them averaged 
avout one inch per 900 miles. 

The snow fellin more than twenty States, 
besides a large area in the Canadian Prov- 
inces in the far North gest. The reports of 
yesterday chronicled snow in Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Iowa, IIlinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania. 
New York, Arkansas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, West Virginia, District of Colum- 
bia, Maryland, Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Georgia, an inch and a half being re- 
ported from points in the two last named, 
where snow is a rare phenomenon. Ten 
inches fell at Louisville, and three inches in 
Tennessee and Arkansas, with a foot at Cairo, 
and at the time stated snow was still falling, 
80 that the total depth of deposit by the storm 
4 be much greater than here noted. The 

wind. swept in from the north, on the east 
side of the region of ‘high barometer,’ tne 
movement bemg in the reverse direction to 
that of the wind around a low area, and 
this naturally brought cold, it bemg one of 
the oldest axioms in meteorol that the 
wind always partakes of the character of the 
surface over which it blows. Hence the gen- 
erally reported fail in temperature, The 
storm brought not only the first snow, but the 
firet really low temperature of this winter to 
vast areas in the United States. At numer- 
ous points it amounted.to a genuine blizzard, 
and the visitation must be peculiarly afflictive 
to the poor people in Western Nebraska, who 
bave but scanty supplies of food and fuel and 
probably of clothing to enable them to bear 
the attack of the wintry blast. 

The low temperature may be expected to 
persist for a considerable time. An area of 
high barometer in the Northwest in winter 
time always favors intense cold south and 
east of it, other things permitting, and these 
„ highs”’ have the peculiarity of often linger- 
ing for days or even weeks together in the 
same neighborhood, while the low ” follows 
the onder of the London policeman to keep 
moving.“ The particular low in the pres- 
ent case is described by the local weather bu- 
reau as having covered Texas and a part of 
Mississippi Christmas morning, reaching 
Chattanooga twenty-four hours later, passing 
Chicago on the south Wednesday afternoon, 
and as destined to sweep over the Atlantic 
yesterday, which it did. The movement of 
the wind around an area of low barometer 
ig in the contrary direction to that of the 
hands of a watch, the face of which is up- 


ward, so that the people in the immense area 


between the high and the low in this storm 
system had the wind blowing in from the 
north with reference to both. 

The Weather Bureau is entitled to the credit 
of having predicted the storm, and that with 
substantial correctness. The fact is all the 
more creditable as it almost may be called 
exceptional, for it is notorious that the bu- 
reau bas failed to give warning of several of 
the worst blizzards and tornados that have 
visited different parts of the country in the 
last twenty years. 


STILL HARPING ON M’KINLEY. 

The J.-O. returns to the defense of its be- 
loved tariff of 1890, which cost its party two 
defeats, and incidentally sneevs at the tariff 
of 18838, which its editor helped to make and 
which never was visited with popular con- 
demnathon. It says of the McKinley law: 


There are fourteen schedules. We have gone 
through one chosen at random to see how the 
changes figure out. We find in this schedule 
twenty-eight reductions and three increases. 
This is probabiy a fair sample of the whole. It 
may be under or it may be over the general aver- 
age. It cannot vary much from it either way. 


Here is both the suppression of the truth 
and the suggestion of a falsehood. On those 
articles which remained on the dutiable list 
there was a total increase of 10 per cent. 
But that increase was unequally distributed. 
On one or two schedules the advance was 
nominal. On others it was very heavy. Thus 
the duties on wools and woolens were raised 
from 50 per cent to 78½ per cent. That was 
one of the raises which hit the party, because 
all people use woolen goods. ‘rhe average in- 
erease of duties for the metals schedule was 
18 per cent. The duties of the agricultural 
schedule was advanced 11 percent and the 
farmers were told they were going to get 
much higher prices. They did not, either 
for their crops or for their wool, and they felt 

‘that somebody had been lying to them, 

It is true that the McKinley law made some 
desirable additions to the free list. It took 
the duties off several fibers which are not bro- 


duced in this country. It did decrease the 


duties on some articles, but it raised the 
duties on so many more that the few good 
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on all competitive imports 10 percent. The 
I.-O, tariff of 1883 lowered the average rate 
of duties on competitive goods 10 per cent 
and more. That was the difference between 
the two tariffs which caused the people to 
condemn the McKinley one. 


THE NEXT STEP AFTER THE POOLING 


In an address delivered at the meeting of 
the American Economie Association at Wash- 
ington yesterday Carroll D. Wright, the 
United States Commissioner of Labor, had 
something to say about the railroad pooling 
bill, which is now tied up in the Senate await- 
ing the action of State Legislatures on the 
cases of Cullom and other Senators whose 
terms expire March 4. 

Mr. Wright does not approve of the bill, 
He says: It is State socialism, pure and 
simple.” Jt provides for a great trust, with 


the government of the United States as trus- 


tee. Legislation on this subject will not 
stop with the pending bill,” says he, “if it is 
passed. The business interests of the coun- 
try will ask for entire government control of 
all the railroads of the country instead of 
partial control. 

This blow will be struck in the most seductive 
way. It will come through demand that the 
government shall take charge of the roads, not 
purchase them; shail take charge of the roads 
and out of the proceeds of the transportation 
business guarantee to the existing stockholders 
of the roads a small but reasonable rate of divi- 
dend. Under such a seductive movement the 
stockholders themselves, conservative men, men 
5 this hall now, will vote for the striking of the 

ow. 

Unquestionably something of this kind is 
likely to happen if the roads ure given per- 
mission to pool and to throttle competition, 
subject only to such restraints as the weak 
Bill Morrison and his colleagues may impose. 
The freeing of the roads from the restraints 
of the present law—restraints with which 
Reagan not Cullom is to be credited—will be 
followed inevitabiy by higher freight rates, so 
that dividends can be paid on watered stock 
and third and fourth mortgage bonds. Those 
heavier charges, taking from one to two hun- 
dred millions more yearly from the people, 
will not be borne patiently forever. 

Either there will be a violent revulsion, the 
people demanding the repeal of the offensive 
legislation and a return to previous methods, 
or Mr. Wright’s surmise will turn out to be a 
correct one and the government will find 
itself saddied with the railroads of the coun- 
try, coupled with the payment of dividends to 
the former stockholders. Whether they would 
really be small but reasonable is a ques- 
tion. After having received dividends on 
watered stock for some years, thanks to the 
pooling bill, the stockholders would insist on 
drawing dividends in perpetuity on all their 
stock, whether it does or does not represent 
real values. 

The possibilities of the pooling bill are such 
that the Senate ought to be very deiiberate in 
considering it. But the railroads will object 
to that. They are willing it should be left 
alone till Mr, Cullom sees his calling and elec- 
tion sure, but when that is settled they will 
want the measure taken up and rushed 
through. without delay. 


SUFFERING NEBRASKA. 

It issad news which has come from South- 
western Nebraska. Hundreds of farmers in 
that section ‘of the State who have been 
seeking to make homes for themselves, to 
raise crops and support their families, and 
who have worked hard during the last year or 
two, have been overtaken by a pitiless 
drought. Their crops have failed utterly, 
They have been unable to pay their obliga- 
tions. They have no food for their families. 
Famine is staring them in the face. They 
have borne their misfortune courageously 
and made no complaint until their situation 
was hopeless and they had to appeal to chari- 
ty or see their wives and children perish of 
hunger. A dispatch from Omaha says that 
in many of these counties the ouly fuel is 
cow chips and the unparalleled warm wea- 
ther has made the destitute settlers hopeful 
that this fuel would be sufficient for some 
time and little provision has been made for 
protection. The same dispatch states that 
there has been great delay in shippmg fuel 
and provisions and that there is a hitch in the 
State Relief Commission which will be the 
occasion of still more suffering. It is also 
added that there is no money in that section 
and that the retail merchants are greatly dis- 
couraged and unable to assist their neigh- 
bors. 

Now in this wretched condition, without 
money, without fuel, and without provisions, 
a pitiless cold wave and blizzard of snow 
have sweptdown upon them, and what that 
means even under ordinarily comfortable 
circumstances only those can fully realize 
who have lived upon those sheiterless and 
almost illimitable strctchés of prairie. What 
is done for these unfortunates, whose suffer. 
ing is not the outcome of their own improvi- 
dence, slothfulness, or neglect, should be 
done at once and Chicago should be prompt 
in tendering its help. Theré should be com- 
munication with Omaha to find out what is 
needed and if the callfor help should be 
made upon the city it should meet with a 
quick and hearty response. 


SUGAR PRODUCTION. 

Statistics given by the Sugar Trade Journal 
show an increase of 1,100,743 tons in the 
sugar production of this year as compared 
with that of 18098, the gain being nearly 
one-eighth of the whole crop, which fact is 
considered as sufficient to account for a de- 
cline in prices. More than one-half of the 
gain in production was in beet sugar, and 
this has increased with relative rapiaity for 
several years past. In the last three years 
it has augmented about 45 per cent, while 
the production of cane sugar has increased 
but 15 per cent, The cultivation of the sugar 
beet is capable of great extension, as the 
root will flourish in many regions, and the 
Journal says the change in theGerman bounty 
has rather increased thah diminished the 
stimulus to beet raising, A better knowledge 
of what is essential toa good yield has also 
wonderfully increased the production, the 
quantity of raw sugar obtained from a given 
area having more than doubled in the last 
fifteen years, This may be attributed in part 
to difference in weather conditions, but that 
will not account for the observed fact of a 
nearly constant increase in the weight of 
beets produced to the acre and in the per cent 
of sugar qbtained from a given weight of the 
beets. The product of roots per acre in Ger- 
many this year was about fourteen tons, 
which is nearly the same as that in the sugar 
beet regions of the United States. It amounts 
to about 4,000 pounds pf raw sugar to the 
acre, which is nearly 20 per cent more than 
the production of 189%, and not far from 
double the average production of cane sugar 
per acre by vacuum pans last year in Louis- 
lana. The ste of raw sugar extracted 
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ports less than 165 pounds of sugar 
each of 16,443 tons of beets, 
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bounty makes it necessary for the sugar 
planters to raise still mere cane to the acre 
and to obtain a larger quantity of sugar from 
the ton of cane, if possible, so as to make 
amends in some measure for the loss of direct 
aid from the government, Itis believed that 


in California and some other Western States 


the culture of beets for sugar will be contin- 
ued, and it is remarked that to California the 
sugar beet came just about the time that the 
profits of wheat culture were disuppearing 
on account of the low prices for grain. 


THE ASSESSMENT OF PROPERTY. 

The report of the Committee on Revenue 
Reform of the Civic Federation is a conserva- 
tive one and not calculated to give much aid 
and comfort to that dangerous class of the 
community which is clamoring continually 
tor higher assessments that there may be 
heavier taxes, so that larger dividends may be 
paid to a greater number of tax-eaters. 

The law says that all property shall be 
assessed at its fair cash value.“ That has 
never been done and cannot be done. As the 
report says: 

There is nobody but the most voracious tax- 
eater who wants property valued at its fair cash 
value under the limitations of the Constitution 
and statutes in regard to taxation and municipal 
indebtedness. It would be simply confiscation. 
And this is the reason why there is nothing in the 
statutes to enforce that rule and why nothing can 
be gotten into them for that purpose. The peo- 
ple would not endure it. 


If property were assessed at ité fair cash 
value and the city were allowed to collect 


as now 2 per cent on the valuation, the taxes, 


would rise to thirty millions a year and the 
bonded debt could be increased to seventy- 
five millions. It is practically impossible to 
change the constitutional and statutory limits 
on taxation, consequently the adoption of the 
‘fair cash value basis is what the tax-eat- 
ers are perpetually calling out for. 

But the unfortunate consequence of having 
an impracticable basis of valuation is that 
there is none at all. Standirds differ in dit. 
ferent counties and towns. The range is 
from a fifth toan eighth or even less, and 
inequalities ensue which town, county, and 
State boards of equalization are unable to 
remove. 

It is suggested therefore by the committee 
that the Legislature pass a law declaring that 
one-fifth of the value be the basis; that the 
Assessor set down in the first column of his 
books the full value of the property and in a 
secona column that one-fifth on which the 
taxes are to be based. 

But it is admitted by the committee that 
the Assessors will not live up to the new law 
any more than they have to the old one un- 
less they are compelled to do so. It is recom- 
mended therefore that penalties be provided, 
as in other States, against an Assessor who 
does not obey the law, and that he be required 
to enter into bonds upon which any one in- 
jpred by an illegal assessment can recover 

amages. Such provisions have not been 
adopted hitherto because no Legislature has 
dared to attempt to force the assessments up 
to the standard set by the law. 

It is recommended also that anew assess- 
ment of real estate be not made oftener than 
once in three or five years, In the interme. 
diate years all the Assessor would have to do 
would be to take note of changes dus to the 
erection or destruction of buildings. There is 
no reason why the law should not be modified 
as suggested. The Assessor has not time 
enough at present, and this will give him 
more time. 

One vf the pet schemes of the tax-eaters is 
to do away with the Township Assessors and 
have some one officer for county or for city 
who shall have powerto crowd assessments 
up to the highest notch, so that millions mere 
of taxes may be gathered in. The committee 
does not encourage these schemers. It calls 
atteution to the difficulty of doing away with 
the Township Assessor as long as township or 
ganizaton exists. Then the suggestion is 
made that to the duties of the. President or 
Chairman of the County Board be added 
those of Supervisor of Assessments. In 
that capacity he would have general directory 
powers over the Town Assessors and also have 
power to correct individual assessments which 
have been wrongly made. 

The recommendations made in this report 
are more likely to receive legislative consid. 
eration than those suggestions of the greedy 
tax-eaters who want totreble and quadruple 
the burdens of the taxpayers, which are 
heavy enough now. 


MOTES IN OUR OWN EYES. 
The London Daily News has made a perti- 


nent and significant comment upon the recent 


lynchings in Brooks County, Georgia, and one 
which the American people may study with 
profit. That the point of this comment 
may not be overlooked, it should be remem. 
bered thata negro murdered a white man in 
that county and thus far has made good his 
escape. No one knows definitely the cause of 
the difficulty between them or which of them 
was to blame. The white brutes in the vicin- 
ity of the murder made no effort to ascertain 
the cause. A white man had been killed by a 


negro. That was enough for them to know. 


Enraged at the edcupe of the murderer, they 
killed seven or eight negroes who they sus- 
pected knew where the murderer was con- 
cealed and would not reveal his hiding place, 
They then invaded the houses of the dead ne- 
gross and brutally and cruelly tortured their 
wives and children in the effort to make them 
tell what in all probability they knew nothing 
about, Their butchery.and torture were only 
stopped when the few decent people of Brooks 
County implored the Governor to protect the 
negroes, who were flying from their homes in 
terror, and the militia was sent to the scene. 
Commenting updn these atrocious outrages 
the London Daily News says that in view of 
them Mr. Jewett may congratulate himself 
upon his good fortune in bemg refused per- 
mission to inquire inte the Armenian mas. 
sacres. It says further: When he talked of 
Sassoun the Turk might have retorted with 
Georgia and Alabama. The wonder is that 
the Kurds do not memorialize President 
Cleveland about the state of affairs in the 
South.“ The criticism of the News is to the 
point, It is justified by what has occurred 


within our own borders at the very time we 


are holding public meetings and passing reso- 
lutions against the “unspeakable Turk.“ It 
is more than just because the Kurds of 
Armenia are a savage, e dee 
who make no claims to humane, and 
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lynching of negroes must cease, 

have been offered in some cases for the ap 
of the leaders of these mobs, 

Grand juries once or twice have indicted 


them. Southern editors, realizing, that these 
murders react upon the South and keep im- 


migration and the investment of 

capital a way from it, have printed strong ap 
peals for justice and indignant protests 
against these atrocities, For two or three 
days there isan awakening of popular senti- 
ment and every appearance that it will result 
in something practical, but the excitement 
soon dies away and the crime is forgotten un- 
til the next one occurs, In the last nine years 
there have been 1,020 negroes lynched in the 
South, some for actual crimes which would 
have been punished by the courts, for, unlike 
white men, there is no danger that 
a negro would escape once in the 
hands of a white jury; some tor 
mere suspicion that they have committed 
crimes, some imply for race prejudice, some 
for the most trivial offenses, and some for no. 
offense atall. In not one of these 1.020 
cases of lynching has alyacher been punished, 

though in nearly every case they are well 
known and even make public boast of their 
contempt of law as well as their hatred of the 
negro. In view of such circumstances as 
these the leas we have to say about Kurdish 
atrocities the better. It is not consistent for 
us to hold public meetings and denounce the 
far-away Turks and Kurds for their outrages 
against a helpless race while a helpless race 
within our owa borders is subjected to in- 
dignities, outrages, and cruelties no less 
barbarous. The Sultan of Turkey has re- 
fused to allow this country to make an inde- 
pendent investigation of what has been going 
on in Armenia, basing his refusal upon the 
fact that Americans are prejudiced, The 
State Department had better accept the re- 
tusal lest upon pressing the matter the Sab- 
lime Porte may cail its attention to the out- 
rages perpetrated by the Kurds of Georgia. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE NEXT POPULIST 
PLATFORM, 

There is to be a conference today at St. 
Louis of leaders of the People’s party. There 
will be submitted there some ‘resolutions 
drafted by Judge Trumbull, which he hopes 
will serve as a declaration of principles for 
the guidance of the People’s party. As they 
have met with the approval of members of 
the party in this city itis possible that they 
may be adopted. 

Of course, one of these resolutions is ia fa- 
tor of free coinage. It reads as follows: 

Resolved, That we demand that Congress per- 
form its constitutional duty to coin money, regu- 
late the vaiue thereof and of foreign coin by the 


enactment of laws for the free coinage of silver 
with that of cold at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


This is an insinuaton that it is the consti- 
tutional duty of Congress to pass la ws for the 
free coinage of silver at a false ratio, There 
was a time when Judge Trumbull knew bet- 


f 


ter. He did know once that the Constitution | 


prescribes no ratics and that the matter is one 
entirely within the control of Cougress, which 
has adopted different ratios at different times. 
He did know also that the Constitution does 
not make it the duty of Congress to coin sil- 


ver at any ratio, It has unlimited discretion 


as to what it will coin and how it will coin it. 


He ought to know, but evidently does not,. 


that the effect of the free coinage of silver at 
the false ratio of 16 to 1, the real ratio bemg 
34 to 1, would beto make the United States 
Government guilty of the most infamous and 
scoundrelly fraud ever perpetrated by a civil. 
ized nation. The first of Judge Trumbull’s 
resolutions is that human brotherhood and 
equality of rights are cardinal principles of 
true democracy.“ and yet in the name of hu- 
manity and equality he would lay hands on 
the savings of the workingman, the clerk, the 
shopkeeper, and all others in the community 


who have accumulated any property which is 


in the form of a credit, and confiscate a little 
more than half of it. 

Another of Judge Trumbull’s resolutions 
reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the power given Congress by the 
Constitution to provide for calling forth the 
militia to execute the laws of the Union, to sup- 
press insurrections, to repel invasions,” does not 
warrant the government in making use of a 
standing army in aiding monopolies in the oppres- 
sion of their employés. When freemen uushield 
the sword it should be to strike for liberty, not 
for despotism or to uphold privileged monopo- 
lies in the oppression of the poor. 


This is in substance a demand that the Na- 
tion shall not employ its own soldiers for the 
maintenance of its own laws when those laws 
are trampled under foot by men like Debs 
and Howard. The poor whose oppres- 
sion is denounced are those men who last 
summer picked a quarrel with the railroads 
and proceeded to derail trains, burn cars, and 
attack employés. The ‘“ privileged monop- 
olies which Judge Trumbull thinks should 
not be defended were realiy the shippers of 
inter-State freight who were denied the use 
of the roads by Debs and his followers and 
also the citizens who use the facilities of the 
mails but who were unable to do so last sum- 
mer because of Debs and bis associates. 

When the rebellion broke out Judge Trum- 
bull had more respect for the National Gov. 
ernment than he has now. He insisted then 
that it should enforce its laws in Southern 
States, even though their Governors and thoir 


inhabitants said it must not be done. Thirty 


years later he wants the General Government 
to knuckle down to Debs and to make no at. 
tempt to enforce its laws unless it has the 
consent of Altgeld. 

One of Judge Trumbull’s resolutions quotes 
and indorses one of those adopted by the Re. 
publican National convention in 1860, which 
says that the right of each State to order 
and control its own domestic institutions ac- 
cording to itsown judgment exclusively ” 
must be maintained, What is the relevancy 
of this? The transportation of the mails is 
not one of the domestic institutions of a 
State. The supervision and protection of in. 
ter-State commerce is not one of the do.

He said it was the 
first time in his long connection with the Cook 
County bar, as ‘ts Chancellor, that he had 
beeu presented with a copy of the State’s-At- 
torney’s report, to which he is entitled as 
Chief Justice. Iam not only ready but I in- 
vite an investigation of the affairs of my of- 
fice. All books and papers will be at the dis- 
posal of the grand jury, and I will aid the in, 
vestigation in every legitimate way possible.“ 

The grand jury will give special attention 
to that part of Mr. Kern’s account books con- 
taining the entries relative to the collection 
of bail bonds. The State's-Attorney is al- 
lowed by law $20 for every conviction where 
a feiony is charged and $10 on conviction on 
charges of misdeineanor. It is said the num- 
ber of convictions since Mr. Kern became 
State’s-Attorney, together with the collection 
of fees for conviction, will be investigated, 
and the reports of other Criminal Court offi- 
cials compared with that of the State’s-Attor- 
ney’s books. 


Mr. Kraus’ Statement. 


Adolph Kraus emphatically denies there is 
any malice in his attack on State’s-Attorney 
Kern. He said if it were a malicious attack it 
was the duty of Mr. Kern to have him in- 
dicted for criminal libel. 

He has all the machinery of the Criminal 
Court at his command, continued Mr. Kraus, 
„and if I have been doing him an injustice he 
Should bring the matter to the attention of the 
grand jury and prosecute me to the extent of 
the law. But lam prepared for him. I have 
made a personal investigation of every charge 
I have given to the public. I have examined 
and cross-examined every witness. I realized

HAVE INDIANS TAKE AN OUTING, 


Authorities Decide to Exicourage the Car- 
lisle System of Work, 


Wasninetor, D. C., Dec. 27.—The outing 


system which has been tried at the Carlisle, 
Pu., Indian school and has proved a great 
benefit to the pupils will be extended to all 
government Indian schools, both reservation 
and non-reservation, where there are scholars 
old enough to profit by it. Secretary Hoke 
Smith has reached this conclusion and be- 
lieves the inauguration of the system will be 
an important factor in making the Indians 
self-supporting. He does not intend to con- 
fine his efforts in this direction to the schools, 
but will endeavor to induce adult Indians, 
both men and women, to seek employment in 
the homes of farmers in the vicinity of their 
reservation. At the Carlisle school some of the 
scholars of both sexes are employed by farm- 
ers in the neighborhood. They receive a 
8 in wages, but a much greater 
benefit b brought into close contact 
with the Lorne lite of the whites. The farm- 
ers have found the Indians willing and effi- 
cient and the demand for them has become 
greater than the scheols can meet. 


TRIES TO KILL A BOARDING-HOUSE 


Insane Man Ends It With a Bullet in His 
Own Brain. 

New Castiz, Pa., Dec. 27.—August Por- 
montir, a Frenchman who was employed at 
the Peerless Lamp Chimney factory, last 
night shot and wounded Miss Meister, the 
daugaiter of his landlady, and Robert Charles, 
another boarder, and then blew his own 
brains out.

As indicated 
in Tas Tux of Wednesday. the Union Pa- 
cific’s attitude proved the most serious bone 
of contention. The committee on routes and 
differentials submitted its report, recommend- 

round-trip rates via a large number of 
joint “routes, without 82 ahy cognizance 
of the trouble between the Un 
some of its connections and competitors re- 
garding the sale of tickets, The Union Pa- 
cifie’s representative at once announced that 
his company would not become a party to 
any agreement until tne boycott inaugurated 
against it 83 by the Burlington, 
Rock Island. Rio Grande had been raised, 
and these roads agreed to resume the exchange 
of round-trip business with it at Denver and 
Ogden. The other roads contended that they 
were ready to raise the boycott against the 
Union Pacific as soon as the latter would 
agree to resume the exchange of one-way 
business to Portland, Ure. But they would 
pot lift their boyeott until the Union 
Pacific stopped its boycottagainst them. This 
brought matters to a standstill and it became 
apparent it would require considerable work 
before the conflicting interests could be har- 
monized. The Rock Island and some other 
roads perceived that unless rates could be re- 


stored at once and the consideration of the 


proposed agreements be carried on after- 
wards great. loss in revenue would be the re- 
sult. motion, therefore, was made to at 
once take steps for the immediate restoration 
of rates and the stoppage of all irregular prac- 
tices, such as ssivec 

etc. The argument was made that it prob- 
ably would require a month or more to per- 
fect the new agreements, and it would be un- 
wise to continue the present demoralized con- 
dition of affairs forsolong atime. Strong ar- 
guments, however, were advanced against the 
proposition, the claim being made that after 
a temporary agreement had been made, its 
rates been restored, it would be more difficult 
to bring about an adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the various lines. Some un- 
easiness is also manifested on account of the 
failure to receive any confirmation from the 
Canadian Pacific of its vote on the immigrant 
and differential rate agreement. Mr. Mo- 
Nicoll voted for the agreement, subject to the 
approval of the managing officets of his road. 
It is feared that, owing to the declination of 
the roads to stop excessive commission - 
ments and restore rates until the Canadian 
Pacific had ratified all agreements, 
caused the latter to change its views.

They would 
rather Eugene V. Debs be elected Mayor of 
Chicago than sleeping car companies should 
be classed as common carriers amenable to 
the inter-State commerce law and a maximum 
rate of half a cent a mile for lower berths 
and one-third of a cent a mile for upper 
berths be established by law. J. S. Runnells, 
ener counsel for the company, said last 
n t: 
* I do not think it desirable or in the inter- 
est of the public that sleeping car companies 
should for any reason whatsoever be made 
amenable to the inter-State commerce law. 
As to siteping car companies beitig classed as 
common carriers the courts have already de- 
cided in several States that the Pullman com-
